Once  again  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  were  no 
cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Whooping  Cough.  Inoculations  against  these  two 
diseases  combined  with  to tamus  w^re  given  by  the  m.ily  doctors  and  at 
the  infant  Clinic,  is  held  on  alternate  Tuesday  afternoons.  Parents  are 
advised  to  take  the  opportunity  of  protecting  their  children,  particularly 
as  a small,  but  increasing  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  have  occur ed  in 
many  parts  of  the  country  during  the  year.

The  Tonn  borehole  is  the  main  source  and  32,277,900  gallons  of 
water  were  pumped  from  the  borehole  during  1965  an  average  of  83,432 
gallons  per  day. 

The  water  is  treated  with  chlorine  gas  as  a sterilizing  agent 
and  lime  in  order  to  increase  the  hardness  of  the  water  and  so  prevent 
excessive  corrosion  of  pipes,  fittings  etc. 

The  old  Gynnant  supply  is  still  operating,  supplying  about  9,000 
gallons  of  water  per  day  to  the  town  and  45  properties  along  the  course 
of  the  main  from  Cynnant  to  the  service  reservoir  at  Llanfair. 

SEJERAGE  & SEJAGE  DISP03AL 

A partially  separate  system  of  sewerage  is  installed.  During  periods 
of  rain  there  is  a considerable  run  off  from  roofs  and  paved  areas  entering 
the  sewers.  This  excess  effluent  is  then  pumped  directly  to  the  river 
Bran  from  the  pumping  station. 

Due  to  seepage  of  ground  water  into  the  sewers  the  quantity  of 
effluent  treated  at  the  disposal  works  is  constantly  in  excess  of  the 
designed  minimum  or  norm. 

The  sewerage  system  covers  the  town  comprehensively  but  one  low 
lying  area  to  the  Jest  of  the  town  where  there  has  been  building  during 
this  year  is  not  sewered  and  two  areas  a short  distance  from  the  town 
are  not  sewered.  These  houses  are  sewered  by  septic  tank  systems  or 
cesspools.  There  is  an  arrangement  whereby  the  Llandeilo  R.D.C.  empty 
cesspools  and  are  reinbursed  by  Council. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  & DISPOSAL. 

Household  and  trade  refuse  is  collected  weekly.  Bins  are  put  out  by 
householders  for  collection. 

Planning  permission  for  the  use  of  the  Glangwydderig  Tip  ended  during  the 
year.  Planning  permission  for  a suitable  site  near  Pengoilan  was  refused 
and  the  ■*Jlandeilo  R.D.C.  tip  near  Bethlehem  was  made  available  to  the 
Council  by  the  Llandeilo  R.D.C. 

COUNCIL  HOUSING. 

Eight  bungalows  for  older  people  were  completed  during  the  year  and 
six  of  the  older  tenants  of  the  Council  Estate  and  two  other  older 
citizens  were  housed  in  these  Bungalows.
